bearing official titles, all doing prac- 
Hcally nothing. It was deemed neces- 
sary "In the latter days of the com- 
pany to Keep up appearances. I closed 
this office and dismissed the 
em- 


ployes. 
I also found an unnecessary num- 


ber of bookkeepers and clerks in the 
private offices of the Lincoln hotel. 
One bookkeeper, who had been made 
a director of the company was drap- 
ing a salary of $250 per month, with 
loom and board at the hotel in ad- 
dition. Another bookkeeper received 
$200 per month, -with room and board 
at the hotel for himself and wife in 
addition.

Milk Qimtionaira 


WAXTHILL.—Recently there was 


sent out from the farm bureau office 
of Thurston county a list of questions 
concerning milk cows and the re- 
turns from them. The lists were sent 
to about eight hundred persons. 
While the complete returns have not 
been received, sufficient of the an- 
swers indicate a need for more- good 
milk cows in the county. A majority 
of the persons making returns are 
agreed that there is a possibility that 
there would be a sufficient number at 
cows in the county provided that all 
of such cows were good producers. 
There are, the reports show, far too 
many that are not paying their board. 
4. large percent of those- reporting 
show that they are milking cows bnly 
to supply the home needs in mUK 
products. Sales of butterfat and but- 
ter in the past year lire said to range 
from as low as *6<>; to as high as 
ISOO The majority, however, show a 
return of from $200 to $300. It is 
Interesting to note, says the county 
agent S-E. Huston, that nearly all 
reporting, state that they are milking 
cow« to order to help largely, to pay 
living expenses. 


Soil erosion in Thurston county is 


evident, Mr. Huston aays. There is 
• on foot a plan to build in,the county 
soil saving dams Jmd combinations o£ 
brush dams and terraces on several 
farms during September.

terraces. They are known as 'broad 
base" or "mangum."

from three to eight feet and having ^ 
grade of not more than sue inches 
per 100.,feet. 
Mr. Huston says a 


field terraced in this manner pre- 
sents tte appearance of a series of 
waves and can be tilled as before, 
farming over ttie terraces.
